1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

- TIME MAGAZINE'S JUNE 6 STORY ON CARTER SPEECH AT NOTRE 
DAME GENERATED BOTH PRIVATE AND PRESS DISCUSSION IN THAT 
STORY IMPLIED PRESIDENT SPECIFICALLY NAMED CHIANG KAI-SHEK 
ALONG WITH SALAZAR AND FRANCO AS EXAMPLES OF "TOTALITARIAN 
REGIMES." TIME STORY LED ELDER STATESMAN AND PRESIDENTIAL 
ADVISOR WANG YUN-WU TO WRITE LONG LETTER TO UNITED DAILY NEWS 
(LIEN HO PAO; 600,000) TO "REFUTE" THE "BLASPHEMY." 

FULL LETTER ALSO CARRIED NEXT DAY, JUNE 17, IN ENGLISH- 
LANGUAGE CHINA POST (30,000). LETTER ALSO CHASTISED 
PRESIDENT CARTER FOR PRAISING CHINESE COMMUNISTS WHO HAVE 
"DESTROYED HUMAN RIGHTS" ON MAINLAND AND FOR CALLING ROC 
"DICTATORSHIP" "TO COVER UNDER NAME OF HONORING HUMAN 
RIGHTS HIS VIOLATION OF TREATY COMMITMENT AND BETRAYAL OF 
OUR COUNTRY..." EVEN BEFORE USIS CALLED UNITED DAILY NEWS 
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AND CHINA POST’S ATTENTION TO CORRECT TEXT OF SPEECH 
(PUBLISHED EARLIER BY USIS IN CHINESE AND ENGLISH) UNITED 
DAILY NEWS CARRIED "LETTER TO EDITOR" POINTING OUT SPEECH 
TEXT DID NOT MENTION CHIANG AS TIME IMPLIED. UNITED DAILY 
NEWS EDITORS PERSONALLY TOLD US THEY CHOSE "LETTER" FORM 
TO AVOID DIRECT CORRECTION OF RESPECTED ELDER STATESMAN. 

JUNE 18 CHINA POST, AT OWN INITIATIVE CARRIED LONG EDITORIAL 
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NOTING PASSAGE "NOT FOUND IN USIS’ OFFICIAL RELEASE OF TEXT." 
CHINA POST NOTED TIME "REPORT IS QUITE MISLEADING" AND "ALSO 
SHOWS INSIDIOUS INFLUENCE OF CHINESE COMMUNIST PROPAGANDA IN 
U.S...." EDITORIAL GOES ON TO ALLEGE COMMUNISTS ARE 
INCREASING "SMEAR CAMPAIGN AGAINST ROC" AND THAT "RECENT 
ALLEGATIONS ABOUT HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN ALLIED NATIONS 
OF U.S. SPREAD TO DIVERT ATTENTION FROM CHARGES OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN COMMUNIST REGIMES." WANG LETTER 
OBVIOUSLY WAS WIDE TOPIC OF CONVERSATION AND INSPIRED 
THREE APOLOGETIC TELEPHONE CALLS BY ROC LEADERS/EDUCATORS 
TO USIS NOTING FACTUAL ERROR. 

IN ARGUING ROC CASE OF HUMAN RIGHTS, WANG ALSO WROTE 
DEFENSE OF MILITARY TRIALS, SAYING HE PERSONALLY KNEW 
TWO PERSONS SUSPECTED OF TREASON WHO IMPRISONED AND LATER 
RELEASED. HE THEN MENTIONED YEARS AGO "A THIRD SUSPECT, 

MR. PENG, WENT AFTER HIS CONDITIONAL RELEASE TO THE U.S. 

WITH THE AID OF THE AMERICANS." NEITHER WANG NOR ANYONE 
ELSE HAS PUBLICLY MENTIONED ANY OTHERS PAROLED INTO U.S. 

AS NOTED IN WANG LETTER, HUMAN RIGHTS AND CHARGES OF 
U.S. "DOUBLE STANDARD" ON RIGHTS, REMAIN MEDIA THEME. 

PREMIER CHIANG JUNE 17 QUOTED AS TELLING SPEECH AUDIENCE 
THAT ONE OF PRESENT TASKS IS "FULLY IMPLEMENT CONSTITUTION, 

TO PRESERVE HUMAN RIGHTS..." MINISTER OF JUSTICE, JUNE 18, 

REPORTED AS TELLING ADMINISTRATIVE CONFERENCE HE HAS ORDERED 
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PROCURATORS AND POLICE TO IMPROVE METHODS OF HANDLING CASES - 
ESPECIALLY DETAINMENTS AND USE OF EVIDENCE - IN ORDER "TO 
RESPECT HUMAN RIGHTS." UNITED DAILY NEWS JUNE 18 EDITORIAL 
ARGUED: "...TO RECOGNIZE A COMMUNIST REGIME IS TO RECOGNIZE 
THE LEGALITY OF THE EXISTENCE OF THAT REGIME AND IS TANTAMOUNT 
TO U.S. TOLERATION OF THEIR RUINING HUMAN RIGHTS." 

PETITION TO WHITE HOUSE BY CHINESE- AMERICAN SCHOLARS TO 
INVESTIGATE HUMAN RIGHTS ON MAINLAND GIVEN EXTENSIVE 
COVERAGE, AS WERE SIMILAR STATEMENTS MADE DURING RECENT 
WASHINGTON D.C. CONFERENCE ON MAINLAND CHINA. 

OTHER MAIN THEME CONTINUES TO BE SPECULATION ON 
CARTER ADMINISTRATION DECISIONS RE CHINA POLICY AND 
GENERAL FEELING THAT NO "DRAMATIC" CHANGE IN SIGHT. 

CHINA TIMES (CHUNG KUO SHIH PAO; 530,000) WASHINGTON 
CORRESPONDENT REPORTED PROF. SCALAPINO (DUE HERE THIS
